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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council 

of  Hexham  : — 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1950. 

During  the  year,  149  live  births  and  128  deaths,  in- 
cluding 8 children  under  1 year  of  age,  occurred  in  the  area. 
These  figures  give  a live  birth  rate  of  16.0  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population,  a general  death  rate  of  13.7  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population  and  an  infant  mortality  rate 
of  53.0  per  1,000  live  births. 

Compared  with  last  year  these  figures  show  that  there 
has  been  a rise  in  the  birth  rate,  a drop  in  the  general  death 
rate  and  a rise  in  the  infant  mortality  rate.  In  considering 
these  rates,  however,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  they 
are  based  on  comparatively  small  figures  and  in  consequence 
can  be  misleading. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of  the  128  deaths,  half  were 
of  persons  over  70  years  of  age  and  more  than  two-thirds  of 
the  deaths  were  due  to  malignant  neoplasms  or  diseases  of 
the  circulatory  system.  Of  the  8 deaths  of  infants  under 
1 year  of  age,  6 were  due  to  congenital  malformation  or  the 
hazards  of  birth. 

During  the  year,  340  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  were 
notified.  Outstanding  among  these  were  298  cases  of  measles 
the  majority  of  which  occurred  during  an  epidemic  lasting 
from  April  to  July.  Only  one  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis 
occurred  during  the  year. 

In  September  an  animal  received  into  the  knackers 
yard  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  anthrax.  Five  of  the 
employees  at  the  knackers  yard  were  offered  and  accepted 
prophylactic  injections. 
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During  the  month  of  August,  as  a precautionary  measure 
against  possible  shortage,  water  was  pumped  from  the 
Rowley  Burn  to  maintain  the  reserves  at  the  Wydon  Burn 
Reservoir. 

Sewage  disposal  facilities  are  unchanged  and  sewage 
from  the  town  continues  to  be  treated  by  three  sewage 
works.  Repairs  and  modifications  continue  to  be  carried 
out  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  works. 

In  concluding  this  report,  may  I express  my  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  work  of  my  depart- 
ment  and  for  their  unfailing  support  during  the  year.

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  1950,  two  scheduled  diseases  occurred 
within  the  Urban  Area,  and  were  dealt  with  by  the  appro- 
priate authority  under  the  Diseases  of  Aniamls  Acts,  1894 — 
1937.  A case  of  Anthrax  in  a bovine  was  found  in  a knackers 
yard  which  did  not  affect  the  slaughtering  of  other  animals 
at  the  Council’s  Abattoir.  A case  of  Swine  Fever  was 
notified  under  the  Swine  Fever  Order  necessitating  the 
closing  of  the  Abattoir  from  the  13th  to  the  15th  September. 
Subsequently,  a number  of  consignments  of  pigs  were  licensed, 
from  premises  under  movement  restrictions,  to  the  Abattoir 
for  slaughter.  Such  licences  are  only  granted  by  an  In- 
spector of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.
